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The Common Sense View. 

Of course, every straight Republican 
will vote next November for the election 
of the Republican candidate for Con¬ 
gress in his district, but how about the 
Independent and the former Democrat 
who have been supporting the Republi¬ 
cans in Congressional elections since 
their experience of hard times under 
Democratic rule? Will they continue 
their course of political wisdom and 
material common sense, 01 will they 
suffer themselves in a momentary aber¬ 
ration of mind to he led astray bv Dem¬ 
ocratic platitudes? There are enough 
of them to make the question worth the 
asking, and worth considering, for with¬ 
out the votes of these farseeing men 
who put the welfare of their common 
country above mere partisan politics, 
the great Republican majoiity of 112 
in the present National House of Rep¬ 
resentatives could never have been at¬ 
tained. 

The existence of that majority shows 
that men may be Democrats and Inde¬ 
pendents upon local questions, but that 
when it comes to great problems, the 
solving of which spells prosperity ui 
disaster to the nation as a whole, they 
support the party which stands for the 
policies that appeal to their common 
sense as being best for the material wel¬ 
fare of all the people of the Republic. 
The fact that six successive Republican 
Houses have been elected since the close 
of the Democratic Congress that died in 
18U5, is indisputable evidence that an 
overwhelming majority of the voters 
have believed tbe policies of the Repub¬ 
lican party best fitted to meet tbe wants 
of tbe whole nation. 

Well, what’s the use of a change? 
Has anything happened to upset that 
belief or warrant upsetting it? Not at 
all; on the contrary, the record of the 
Congress in the last session affords ev¬ 
ery reason for further endorsement of 
Republican policies by the people and 
the election of a Republican House in 
the Sixtieth Congress as a practical in 
dicatiou of that appioval. 

The common sense view of the polit¬ 
ical situation by tin* Democratic or In¬ 
dependent voter, as well as well as bv 
the stiaiglit Republican, would seem to 
be that the part of wisdom would he the 
election of a Republican House of Rep¬ 
resentatives in order that existing poli¬ 
cies, with which no fault is found, can 
he continued and expanded. i’he Dem¬ 
ocrat and the Independent are prosper¬ 
ing along with the Republican, as a re¬ 
sult of the application of those policies, 
as they well know, so why should they 
kick the fat into the lire just because 
some Democratic candidate makes an 
appeal for “party regularity” to the 
Democrat, and for a change of adminis- 
tiation to the Independent who is sup¬ 
posed to he favorable to frequent 
changes? 

What would a change accomplish in 
this instance? One result, and one 
only; it would tie up the next Congress 
by making it half Democratic and halt 
Republican, so that neither party could 
do anything, and the wink of construct¬ 
ive legislation wool 1 come to a complete 
standstill In the words of Speaker 
Cannon, ’’Congress would simply mark 
time.” Thai is not what the country 
wants, and is not what the country lias 
been having under President Roosevelt’s 
administration. But it is what the 
country will most assuredly get if the 
voters lose their heads, abandon their 
common sense and elect a Democratic 
National House of Representatives next 
November.— Exchange.

The Democracy of California, Heatst’s 
home State, has voted against him, and 
on top of its vote has piled high the de¬ 
nunciation of Hearst and all that 
Hearst and his multiplex newspaper 
press combination represents and stands 
for. From Maine to California, from 
north to south, tbe Democracy is di 
vided into two discordant, lielligerant 
camps and forces led and captained re¬ 
spectively bv two rival leaders, William 
Jennings Brvan and W illiam Randolph 
Hearst. California has declared for 
Bryan and New York for Hearst. Out- 
aide of New York, which is dominated 
by Tammany, tbe Democratic party as 
at present constitpted, controlled and 


led, is for Bryan by an overwhelming 
majority. While tbe dominance of tbe 
Bryan wing of the party is unquestion¬ 
able ami apparently invincible within 
the party councils, it is a very serious 
question whether the dominance can 
carry w ith it. the voting strength of tlie 
lielrogeneous elements which makeup 
the solid phalanxes of those who are 
| counted upon to vote and support Demo¬ 
cratic policies and candidates. 

Since anti helium days the Democracy 
has been the party of opposition for the 
most part in and with the minority, 
and dependent for a remote chance of 
success upon the combined votes and 
siippoit, first, of all the large follow ing 
of those who vote the Democratic ticket 
mechanically from habit and on no 
other or better ground than that “Dad 
; was a Democrat”, and second, those 
w ho under a thousand different names 
make up the conglomeration of the dis 
appointed, dissatisfied and discontented 
of tin* world’s varied population. 
Among the latter class Hearst leads. 
(II this latter class few am Republican 
j in politics. 

The opposition to Republican policies 
and principles is hopelessly divided. 
With a country prosperous hevond the 
j dreams of the most optimistic, under 
Republican control there is doubt of 
continued Republican control. 

I'lie light at the Fall elections will he 
(or the control of the lower house of 
t'oiigress. Republican supremacy is as 
[ sliced iii the Executive Department and 
in the Senate for two years regardless of 
the result at the polls next November. 
Democratic success this year can result 
only in Democratic control of the lower 
house, and consequently in a conflict 
for the two succeeding years bet ween 
the two houses of Congress and be 
tween the Executive and the lower 
house. In short Democratic success in 
November simply means partial paraly¬ 
sis of the functions of Government. A 
v ote for Democratic success in the com¬ 
ing Congressional contest is a vote for 
partial paralysis of your government. 
Are you in favor of paralysis?

Grand Dukes are in a panic. * The 
death ot General Trepoff, which is 
now generally believed to have been 
due to poison, has put the entire 
royal family in such a state of alarm 
that the members of it are literally 
falling over each other getting out 
j ot this city. The Grand Dukes left 
at midnight last night for the west 
and more are preparing to go. Most 
of them will settle down in Paris for 
a time at least. 

Nor is the panic confined by any 
means to the royal family. Dozens 
of the reactionary clique in the pal¬ 
ace at Peteroff are packing up for 
trips abroad. They are evidently pre¬ 
pared for a long exile, as they are 
putting their estates in the hands of 
j permanent agents and are sending 
their valuables ahead of them. 

The feeling of terror was added 
to when revolutionists tried in War¬ 
saw to assassinate General Dorsze- 
wski, president of the court martial 
board. There was hut one shot fired, 
but the bullet struck the general in 
the thigh. . His wound is serious 
but not necessarily fatal. The would- 
be assassin escaped. 

Trepoff was recognized as the 
strong man of Russia and even his 
enemies respected his courage and 
iron will. Now that he is gone there 
seems to be no one in the empire to 
fill his place. There is a consequent 
feeling of helplessness on the part 
of the court clique. 

The Terrorists are declaring that 
they will be ready in a few days 
to start a new series of assassinations 
and that some of the most prominent 
men of the empire will be among the 
first victims. They are boasting, 
too, of the way in which Trepoff was 
disposed of. They ridicule the 
statement of the attending physicians 
that the General died a natural 
death.
